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Legislation Needed for Live Stock. 

Editor Constitution: Many members of 
the Georgia Dairy and Live Stock Asso- 
ciation ask the help of your columns in 
presenting a statement of the needs of 
these industries. There is now pending 
before the legislature a bill by Mr. Kinz, 
of Newton, providing for the beginning of 
state veterinary service for Georgia, and 
one of the same nature by Senator Ho- 
gan. The passing of this legislation will 
mark a new era for the live stock busi- 
ness in the state, and will fill a much ¢e- 
plored deficiency in official aid to the 
farmers. Live stock and dairy interests 
are gaining headway in our borders, and 
becoming more extensive every year. 
Some state control of contagious and in- 
fectious diseases among domestic ani- 
mals is just as important and necessary 
as the inspection of fertilizers or the 
control of insect pests in orchards and 
cotton fields, and almost as important 
ag the work of the state board of health. 
Glanders in horses and rnules and antarax 
in cattle should be as carefully watched 
as epidemics of typhoid or yellow fever, 
for they are eommunicable to man. T[ex- 
as fever and the cattle ticks cause losses 
of thousands of dollars of property every 
year. The state veterinary service could 
well employ the entire time of one or 
more men in controlling the spread of this 
disease, and in gradually ridding the state 
of the cattle ticks, thereby lifting the ‘ed- 
era] quarantine which now prevents us 
from enjoying free traffic with the s‘ates 
to the north. Swine plague and cholera 
among hogs causes heavy losses, and de- 
serve attention. 

The veterinary bill of Mr. King pro- 
vides that the commissioner of agricul- 
ture shall send a veterinarian to cure or 
control diseases of farm animals, upon 
request of properly authorized citizens 
the said veterinarian to be paid only 
while on duty for the state, out of the 
fertilizer inspection fees. Surely this 
small service to such large interests in 
our state will be grudged by no one, and 
it is believed that all who thoughtfully 
consider the matter will be heartily in 
favor of the establishment of this depart:

posing the effort to put a specific tax 
upon their agencies. The sewing ma- 
chine agents and the slot machine men 
are trying to fight off the usual taxes 
with which they have been charged; at 
least they want to prevent any increase 
being made. Then there is the section 
which proposes to put a specific tax 
upon the agents of all foreign corpo- 
rations doing business in the state. 
This feature has for the last two or 
three years provoked the warmest fight 
of any section of the general tax act. 
Three years ago debate upon it con- 
sumed two days. in the house. It will 
probably require some little time to dis- 
pose of it again this year. 


Department Bills. 

There are two departmental bills .be- 
fore the ways and means committee 
which must of necessity be passed, but 
little time is required for their consid- 
eration. One of these provides for the 
sinking fund of $100,000 and the oth-- 
authormzes the governor to borrow money 
to the extent of $200,000 to supply cas- 
ual deficiencies in the treasury, in case 
of necessity. On one occasion several 
years ago the legislature adjourned 
without having passed the casual de- 
ficiency bill, through an oversight. The 
time came when the governor had to 
borrow money to tide the treasury Over. 
The money was borrowed and paid back 
in the due course of business, and only 
a few who happened to know of. the 
omiss:on were any the wiser. Since then, 
however, those in charge of this feature 
of legislation have been more careful, 
and the casual deficiency bill has al- 
ways been carefully attended to. 

There are at least 200 general bills 
on the house calendar covering every- 
thing from cigarette smoking to state 
prohibition, and from pure food to anti- 
lobying. But ff .t takes four days for 
one branch of the general assembly to 
decide whether free passes ought to be 
issued to state officials, it is hard to 
see where time will be found, 


one ‘to four of the present counties. So 
that efforts are being made to cut off 
portions of between forty and fifty coun- 
ties, which have a total population in 
the neighborhood of 1,000,000 persons. 

Within the various sections of terri- 
tory from which it is proposed to form 
new counties, there is, it may be safely 
estimated, a population of 200,000 or 
more, the majority of whom, it appears, 
are in favor of having their respective 
new counties established. 

The house and senate committees ap- 
pointed to consider and report on all 
new county legislation, realize that they 
have undertaken about the biggest task 
that was ever imposed upon a legislative 
committee. 

So pressed are these committees for 
time that it has been found necessary 
to Nmit the debrxie and argument on 
each side of each new county proposition 
to one hour. Two hours seems a very 
short time in which to discuss so im- 
portant a question as the creation of 
a new county, where so many interests 
are involved, yet it iss apparent that if 
the committees gave .any more, their 
task would be impossible to accomplish 
at -this session. 

A single glance into the committee 
room on the third story of the capitol, 
will readily give one an idea of the in- 
temse interest there is in these new 
county movements. In a room calcu- 
lated to hold comfortably some 60 to 
75 people, it is not an uncommon thing 
to see anywhere from 200 to 300 closely 
packed, standing on all sides straining 
their eyes and ears to see the speakers 
and catch every word. The buzz of con- 
versation that is kept up at times makes 
it almost impossible to hear the evidence 
presented, and Chairman Crawford 
Wheatley has to rap continuously, at 
times, for order. 

From all parts of the state these new 
county delegations are gathered here, 
keeping expensive headquarters at the 
Kimball house, and every delegation 
attends practically every session of the 
committees. They «all want to know 
what the other fellow is doing. And 
indeed some of the methods of pre- 
senting evidence and argument are unique. 
Occasionally there is a good deal 
of feeling apparent between the two 
sides, but Chairman Wheatley has prov- 
en himself an excellent presiding of- 
ficer, and has managed to keep the 
erowds under control without much dif- 
ficulty. 

The great interest of the delegations in 
what the others are doing grows out of 
‘the fact that only eight new counties can 
be created, while more than twenty are 
applying. This means that twelve or 
thirteen of them must lose out, and no- 
body wants to be it. 

It is an interesting fight and it is be- 
ing watched closely. If the legislature 
disposes of the matter at the present ses- 
sion it will have accomplished and put 
out of the way a gigantic task. All of 
the delegations seem anxious that there 
should be no delay whatever may be the 
result.

Washington, Jiffy 23.—Officlais of the 
bureau of navigation were at the navy 
department throughout today to receive 
telegrams from San Francisco regarding 
the Bennington disaster, and were pre- 
pared to meet any requests that might 
come from thet city, where so many sail- 
ors are in hospitals as a result of the 
explosion. Acting Secretary Darling, of 


‘the navy, came in from his country home 


und was at the department today. He 
has sent to the president copies of all 
telegrams received from the naval of- 
ficers at San Diego, and full accounts 
of all that the department has done, 

Rear Admiral Goodrich, commander in 
who is ex- 
reach San Diego Thursday, is 
clothed by the regulations with full au- 
thority to order such investigations as 
he may deem necessary either by a board 
of officers or by a court inquiry, which 
will determine what further action may 
be necessary. With his flagship, the 
Chicago, and the Iris at San Diego, he 
wil] have a sufficient number of officers 
from which to appoint an investigation 
board. 

Expect To Float Bennington. 

In telegrams coming to the department 
over night from Captain Drake, that of- 
that he expected event- 
ually to float the Bennington. He stated 
also that he had ordered a board of in- 
vestigation to determine the extent of

Captain Drake says the surviving of- 
ficers and crew have been doing noble 
work, and it is shown by the telegrams 
that the officers have remained aboard, 
but because the crews’ quarters are un- 
inhabitable it has been necessary 
quarter them in the army barracks. 

Acting Secretary Darling has given 
Drake full authority to employ 
all civilian doctors necessary and to 
purchase al] medical supplies needed, and 
to take all measures required to relieve 
the suffering of the wounded and to 
care for the dead, 

Following is one of the telegrams re- 
ceived by tne department from Captain 
Drake: 

“Find Bennington lying easy on mud 
Dank. Gun deck aft awash at higa 
water. Centrifugal pump lowered water 
So as to recover bodies in fire room. 
Expect to plug bottom blow, and eventu- 
ally float ship, stopping ménor leaks. 
Will ship to Mare Island per Iris all un- 
necessary equipment, ammunition, guns, 
mounts, except main battery. Board of 
investigation ordered to determine extent 
of damage to hull and engines. Find 
all officers and crew doing noble work. 
Will require at least two more watch of- 
ficers to relieve present exhaustion from 
constant vigilant work. Officers live on 
board. Crew's quarters not habitable; 
quartered and fed by contract in army 
to ship. Working 
parties on board constantly.” 

Wounded in Serious Condition. 

Another telegram from Captain Drake 
follows: 

“Past Assistant Sungeons Peck and 
Smith have made inspection of wounded 
in hospitals under my orders. Present 
condition of many patients’. serious. 
Strict medical attention: urgent. Request 
authority to employ such civilian doctors 
as necessity demands, to purchase such 
medical and surgical dressings as re- 
quired. Wounded, which can be moved 
will be concentrated in army Darracks. 
Serious cases left in present hospitals 
until able to be moved. Am at present 
proceeding under above conditions as 


;} the necessity demands it.’’ 


The following telegram was sent to 
Captain Drake: 

“You are given ful] authority to em- 
ploy civilian doctors, purchase such med- 
ical supplies as may be necessary and 
take any measures in your discretion: for 
alleviating the suffering of the wounded 
and caring for the dead, 

(Signed) CHARLES H. DARLING, 

“Acting Secretary.” 

Captain Drake today reported from 
San Diego the recovery of the bodies of 
Frank De Curtomi, oiler, and Dwight 
N. Holland, fireman, second class, from 
the wreck and in another telegram he 
announced that the bodies.of C. E. Car- 
ter, fireman, second class, and an uni- 
dentified sailor had been recovered from 
the ship's hold. 

The revised list, as given out today, 
makes a total of forty-nine identified 
dead officially reporteg@ to the depart- 
ment, and one unidentified body. The 
moment the department is officially ad- 
vised of the finding of an additional body 
a telegram is sent to the nearest rela- 
tive of the deceased, announcing the 
death and expressing the sympathy of

The people want to see and 
are willing to pay to see a good game ol 
ball, but when the team goes to pieces 
and apparently makes no effort to win, 
there is a good healthy vigorous kick 
coming. The citizenship of Little Rock 
has stood behind the baseball team here 
all the season. The fact that the asso- 
ciation has lost money is not due so 
much to the lack of attendance as to 
the fact that rain has greatly interfered 
with the schedule, both there and abroad. 
The people ‘here have gone to see the 
games which have been played here. That 
is al] that could be expected of them, 
but unless a change, and a radical change 
at that, ig made immediately, there will 
be good cause to call attention to the 
small number of people who attend the 
games, 


For the first time in severa] years 
the Southern League is facing real trou- 
ble. Before this time there have been 
minor troubles suah as the salary ques- 
tion, and poor attendance in several 
cities, fights between the newspapers and 
the baseball clubs and other things of 
like nature, but nothing so serious as 
this Pelican scare. 

Before this. scare came up, however, 
when no clouds were apparent in the 
baseball heaven, the big chief of the 
Southern League, Judge Kavanaugh, had 
this to say of the league and its pros- 
pects: 

“The season as a whole is one of the 
most successful we have ever had. With 
the exception of Little Rock and Nash- 
ville, all the clubs have been playing 
a larger crowd than ever before. All 
the teams are playing faster ball than 
they have ever put up, and are paying 
more for their players. 

“As a matter of fact, the situation 1s 
not as satisfactory In Little Rock ag it 
might be. The team has lost twelve 
®Bames here on account of rain, and I 
do not know how many elsewhere. That 
is enough to put any club to the bad. 
The decrease in the attendance at Nash- 
ville is slight, while here it is quite no- 
ticeable. And yet Little Rock, while it 
is slightly in the hole, has come to time 
on every proposition. There has been 
no default anywhere. 

“All the clubs are paying more sala- 
ries than ever before; in fact, are pay- 
ing higher salaries than they ought to 
pay. There is very little profit to any 
of them under such circumstances. The 
cluigés have had to carry an unusual num- 
ber of extra men on accovnt of cripples. 
Little Rock has been carrying four men 
on this account, and Nashville, Memphis 
and some of the others have done the 
same thing. The salary lists are out of 
proportion with the revenue, yet Little 
Rock appears to be the only club that 
is not making expenses. 

“The game is 20 per cent faster this 
season than ever before in the South- 
ern League. Nashville, Montgomery 
and Little Rock are. the clubs that 
have made the greatest number. of 
changes in the personnel of their play- 
ers, while New Orleans has practically 
the identical team with which it opened 
the season.”’ 


When Oharley Frank was last in At- 
lanta he was asked how he thought the 
Southern League race would come out. 
“I don’t care to say how I think it will 
result just now,” said Charley, ‘but 
if you will telegraph me August | I think 
I can tell you pretty well just how the 
clubs will finish.’’ It rather looks as if 
the fans can read the signs of the times 
for themselves.
